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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority

papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
On page 6, line 9, add -can — before "only". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 16, 18-20 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Gamberg et al (4,184,840). Gamberg et al discloses a support (20) 

for a material to be fired such as dental bridges, etc., having a support plate (24) having 

a plurality of passages (30, 52) which include slotted and circular (SEE Figures 6 & 7) 

are arranged perpendicularly relative to a support plate surface and includes a plurality 

of pins (32) which in an undeformed state extend parallel with respect to each other and 
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are placed in the passages for supporting dental items within a furnace on the tips of the 
pins. Gamberg et al furthermore discloses that the pins, the support plate are made of 
a ceramic material (SEE column 4, lines 31-44). Gamberg et al does not specifically 
teach that the plurality of pins are bundled, nor that they have a diameter between 0.2 
mm and 0.7 mm. It would have been an obvious matter of design choice to have 
modified the sizes of the plurality of pins, since such a modification would have involved 
a mere change in the size of a component. A change in size is generally recognized as 
being within the level of ordinary skill in the art since the pins of Gamberg et al is 
functionally capable of performing the applicant's invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-15, 17, and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
